| INSTRUCTIONS FOR PLANTING PEONIES 


If you are ready to plant your Peonies when they arrive, wash off 
all packing material and drop the roots into water. Just before plant- 
ing, remove the labels so the wire will not cut the roots. Dig a hole 
2 feet in diameter and from 1 to 114 feet deep. Place the Peony 
root in the hole so the eyes on the root are 2 inches below the level 
of the ground. It may be necessary to place more soil back into the 
hole in order not to have the eyes more than 2 inches below the 
level of the ground. Be sure the soil is tamped down well so it will 
not settle any more. Hold the divisions erect in the center of the 
hole, with one hand, with the other draw in the soil and pack it 
firmly about the root so that just the eyes show. Give the root a 
pail of water and then fill in the balance of the hole and firm the 
soil tightly. Just as soon as the Peony appears above the ground, 
begin to cultivate at least twice each week until August 1st. By 
keeping the soil loose during the first growing season, there should 
be no loss.

When Will Brand Peony Roots Bloom? 
Brand Divisions will produce blooms this spring if roots are planted 
early. If planted in the fall, they should bloom the following spring. 


Why Do Some Plants Fail to Bloom? 

A. They may be planted too deep. If they are planted too deep, 
the buds turn brown and do not mature. Your plant will produce 
many stems that are thin and weak. 

B. You may not be cultivating them thoroughly. Plants should be 
cultivated each week from the time the red shoots appear above 
ground in the spring until after the bloom season. Then they 
should be cultivated several times before the first of September. 

C. They may be planted where they receive too much shade. 
Peonies should be planted in the open where they get sunshine at 
least half the day. 

D. They may be near large trees and shrubs which deprive them 
of sufficient nourishment. 

E. You may be dividing your plants too often or digging into 
them to divide with a neighbor, a bad practice. 


3. How Deep Should They be Planted to Give Best 
Results? 
The buds on the crown of the plant should be two inches below 
the surface of the soil. In setting the root, be sure the soil in 
the bottom of the hole has been well tamped down so the plant 
will not sink below this level. 


4. When Should the Tops be Cut Off? 


Cut the foliage from your plants between August 15th and 
September 15th. Then remove these stalks and burn them. 


5. How Often Should Peonies be Fertilized? 


Use well-rotted manure once in three years around your plants. 
Place this on in the fall. 


6. What Harm Do Ants Do? 


None. They are after the sweet juice on the buds. A spray 
with water will remove this juice.

For both house decoration and garden 
effect, these types have an artistic value different from the double form. They are rain and wind resistant and you seldom see 
these varieties in the mud after a storm. They work out nicely in floral arrangements and they hold up as a cut flower as well or 
even better than the double types. If you are not already growing these beautiful Peonies, try a few this year. 


ALMA (Shaylor) 
A midseason light pink of medium size. The pale pink guard petals 
which gradually fade to a pale yellow toward the base surround a 
cluster of bright yellow petaloids, tipped gold. Center carpels are a 
greenish yellow, tipped pink.

The above illustration is a picture of our Persian Hedge growing in its 
natural form on our nursery grounds. You will note that the hedge is 
literally covered with bloom from the ground up and it is truly a wonderful 
sight to see. People drive here for miles around just to see this hedge when 
it is in bloom the latter part of May. 


In good soil the Persian Lilac attains a height of about 12 feet and a 
spread of the same. In poorer soils it grows from 8 to 10 feet. By careful 
trimming it can be kept down to from 6 to 7 feet and still bloom well. 


The Persian Lilac grown as a hedge also makes a wonderful windbreak 
for city lots in the colder, windier sections of the country. It will make the 
growing of the more tender perennials and shrubs much easier and moves 
the possibility of growing such things from 100 to 200 miles further north 
than they otherwise could be grown. 


We have often been asked to explain the difference between the French 
and the so-called Persian. The Persian is somewhat later in blooming. The 
branches are willowy and not stiff like the French. The foliage is smaller 
and more dense.

JULES SIMON. D. An erect growing variety with very clean branches 
and heavy, clean, light green foliage. Expanding buds show much 
bright intense rose. Opening truss becomes a very rich, clear, velvety 
light blue. This variety always commands attention from our visitors 
during the blooming season. 


KATHARINE HAVEMEYER. D. A splendid Lilac which we like more 
and more the longer we have it. It is always an outstanding variety 
among all our plantings. Trusses are immense, very full double, very 
rich and of a most beautiful mauve-pink. A very thrifty bush. One 
of the most persistent of bloomers. 


DO NOT let your Lilacs bloom the first year you set them out. 
They might bloom, but these blooms would only be a disappoint- 
ment. Such blooms would be very small, have very little color, and 
the color would not be at all true or attractive in any way. 


The bushes really begin to blossom the second year and the 


blooms will increase in size and beauty if well cared for over a period 
of some ten years. By careful handling they can be kept at perfec- 
tion as long as one lives. We have Lilac bushes in Faribault that 
we know are over 80 years old. 
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LA PLACE. S. One of the truly great Lilacs. The panicles are im- 
mense, long, rather open, very shapely. Florets and petals of great 
size. A deep dark rich red-purple. La Place will hold its color right 


out in the burning sun about the longest of all the red-purples and 


seems to get larger and richer in appearance as the days pass. 


LEON GAMBETTA. D. Panicles of the greatest size. Buds and reverse 
of petals very pink, which gives the flower a general pink effect. 
Deep pink buds open into very double little Rose-like florets of the 
daintiest pink and lavender. We still say it is the finest of all Lilacs 
and we want to emphasize this. There are many fine Lilacs, but we 
believe this is the most beautiful of all. 


MACROSTACHYA. S. One of the old varieties seldom seen nowadays. 
An upright grower with clean light green foliage. Panicles rather 
slender, held upright, a very delicate pink, almost white, irregularly 
bordered with a deeper pink. This is distinct in color from all others. 


MARIE FINON. An outstanding single variety, with trusses of the pur- 
est white. The trusses are of medium size, with florets three-fourths 
inch in diameter. For a good single white, this is one of the best. 
(For fall shipment only. See color page 37.) 


MASSENA. S. This is one of the deepest of the red-purples, with 
individual flowers over 1 inch in diameter. This variety always attracts 
the attention of our visitors, and it is one that we are seldom able 
to offer. 


MISS ELLEN WILLMOTT. D. A large bush with very stout limbs and 
large, thick, light green leaves. The flowers come in immense panicles 
of creamy white, made up of double florets almost twice the size of 
those of any other double white except Edith Cavell. Plant this 
variety and Edith Cavell and you will have the two best double whites. 


MME. ANTOINE BUCHNER. D. Of all the truly pink varieties we 
grow, we classify this as the best. A tall growing Lilac of tremendous 
vitality. One of the most dependable Lilacs in our entire list. While 
in the bud stage, it is an intense pink; as it opens, this pink extends 
fully half-way over the outer portions of the petals and gradually 
fades from there through delicate pink to a pure white center. Those 
who love pink will be delighted with Mme. Antoine Buchner. Bush 
large, panicles large and open, exceedingly brilliant in the low after- 
noon sun. (For fall shipment only. See color page 37.) 


MME. LEMOINE. D. One of the best of the older whites; a snow- 
white without tinge of cream. Foliage dark green. A free blooming 
variety. Along with Edith Cavell and Ellen Willmott this is one of 
the best whites and a splendid white at that. A very shapely grow- 
ing bush and one of the most sweetly scented of all Lilacs. The 
bush does not seem to be affected by late spring frosts. 


MONGE. S. One of the newer varieties which seems to deserve the 
name of the best red Lilac. Plant habit good. Panicle very broad at 
base developing into a very nice cone. Color a brilliant deep rich red 
which holds unusually long in the sun. This is the brightest red Lilac. 
Not red-purple, but really red. If one likes red this is the Lilac. 


MONTAIGNE. D. Those who like large blooms will find in Montaigne 
a flower to their heart’s desire. The bush is very tall and upright. 
The blooms carried at the top of the stems are simply amazing. We 
would describe the color as a soft, almost uniform creamy pink, with 
just a faint suggestion of rose. A strong grower. 


MONUMENT. S. One of the finest white singles we have ever grown. 
When visitors see this variety blooming in our fields, they marvel at 
its size and beauty. Stock is still scarce. If you want one—order early. 


MRS. W. E. MARSHALL. S. One of the deepest purples we list. The 
panicles are extremely large. This fine variety blooms at the end of 
the Lilac season. 


OLIVIER DE SERRES. D. A clear, clean, uniform light blue. The bush 
is tall and a good grower. The large double flowers are packed 
closely on the stem. Panicles are very large and the general effect of 
the plant when in full bloom is simply amazing. Like all of these 
Lilacs one does not see this variety at its very best until the plant is 
from 8 to 10 years of age. We class it as a Lilac of the very highest 
quality. (See color page 38.) 


PAUL THIRION. D. Although this Lilac was first sent out in 1915, 
it is still very scarce. Of all the Lilacs we would say that this one 
taken from a distance is the richest looking of alf Lilacs. The trusses 
are large and composed of very double florets of an intense claret- 
rose. The buds are bright, rich red, not purple. A red blending into 
rose, (See color page 39.) 
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PRESIDENT LINCOLN. S. A new single blue Lilac that always makes 
a fine showing. It is an American Lilac by Dunbar and is a rich, 
clear blue. This is the blue Lilac which stood out so conspicuously 
in the great Lilac collection of Col. Plum as a real advance in blue 
Lilacs. A real Wedgwood-blue. (See color page 38.) 


RUHM VON HORSTENSTEIN. S. A Lilac that produces blooms of the 
greatest size even on small bushes set out but two years. It is an even 
toned light red-purple. One of those self colors everyone likes. 
People marvel at the immense blooms of this variety on bushes not 
more than 4 feet high. Blooms so profuse some years as to almost 
hide the foliage. (See color page 38.) 


THUNBERG. D. Very large, long, slender spikes, generally two to a 
panicle. Buds and reverse of florets a violet-mauve with a red 
appearance from a distance. Florets are large; open a light lilac, 
twisting and turning as they open, so that the color of the bud is 
intermingled with that of the inside of the petals, making a very — 
striking Lilac. General color effect pink. A valuable variety as it 
prolongs the blooming season. 


VESTALE. S. One of the best and most graceful of all single whites. 
Trusses very large at base, tapering gracefully to a point, making a> 
true cone. Pure rich white. Will satisfy the most exacting. Many 
people admire very much the single white Lilac. Vestale is as fine 
a single white as can be found. Very graceful as a cut flower. (See 
color page 39.) 


VICTOR LEMOINE. D. This is about the most wonderful of all the 
French Lilacs. It is no wonder that Victor Lemoine, the originator, 
gave to it his own name. We class it as one of the three or four very 
best. Florets are very double like little double Roses. These are 
gathered into panicles of the largest size and the color effect is simply 
indescribable. The general effect is a soft rosy pink overlaid with a 
delicate blue-lavender. This is also one of the very latest to bloom. 
It is a self color. It is a great Lilac. (See color page 43.) 


VIOLETTA. S.D. A very dark Lilac of true violet-red. The individual 
florets look exactly like a Violet, and are unusually large. A group 
viewing this variety in our fields became interested in finding out just 
how large these florets were. By actual measurement, we found that 
a half-dollar just covered them. 


Direction for Planting Lilacs 
on Other Shrubs 


1. When your package arrives, stand it in water overnight without 
unwrapping the bale. 


2. Before you open your package, dig the holes large enough to 
take the Lilac roots without crowding. Fill each hole with a pail of 
water and allow it to seep away. 


3. Do not spread out your plants and let them lie on the ground 
while you are planting. 


4, Take one Lilac from your package at a time and work the soil 
carefully about the roots until the hole is half full. Then tamp the soil 
about the roots unusually hard. Pour in a pail of water and go on to 
the next plant and treat it in the same manner. 


5. When you have completed your planting, come back to the first 
one and fill the hole with soil and tamp it down also. Then place some 
loose mellow soil over the top of the ground. 


6. Keep your plants well cultivated the first year so they will become 
well established. 


7. If the planting is made in the fall, place a coarse mulch Shout the 
plants the first winter to keep the ground from heaving. 


8. If your ground will grow a good garden, it will also grow a good 
Lilac. If your soil is poor, you could place some well rotted cow manure, 
if some is obtainable, in the bottom of the hole before you make your 
planting but this should be tamped down tightly with some good 
garden soil on top before the root is placed in the hole. 


9. If you use a commercial fertilizer, dig a trench about your plant 
early in the spring about a foot away from the main stem. Cover this 
with soil and the rain will wash this fertilizer equally about the roots. 


10. Be sure to keep your plants well watered during dry weather. 
Watch them from the time you make your planting until they have 
become thoroughly established. 


If you follow the above directions, you should succeed with every 
one of our plants.
